Thanks­ 
giving activities are divided be­ 
tween the downtown area, with 
its 
museums,

ancient 
homes. Plymouth rock and the 
Mayflower 
II; 
and 
Plimoth 
Plantation, a reconstruction of 
the first settlement, three miles 
south of the town. 
The plantation, built by a non­ 
profit. educational organization, 
is an effort to create a .function­ 
ing village, scrupulously authen 
tic as to sights, sounds, smells 
and color. 
An 
estimated 
10.000 
people 
will jam the town during the 
holidays. Many parents bring 
their children to Plymouth, on a 
kind of pilgrimage. 
During the holiday, many his­ 
toric houses and exhibits open 
their doors and waive admission 
fees. Some give doughnuts and 
cider or cranberry juice to their 
guests or visitors—never “ tour­ 
ists," a term the Chamber of 
Commerce frowns upon. 
There also is a union serv­ 
ice Thanksgiving morning with 
Protestant. Catholic and Jewish 
clergy. 
Although the records of the 
time give no indication of spe 
cial church services at the first 
Thanksgiving—aside 
from 
the 
brief morning devotions held ev­ 
ery 
day—modern 
Plymouth 
stages 
an 
afternoon 
Pilgrim 
Progress—a 
procession 
to 
church by 52 men. women and 
children wearing costumes as 
authentic as research can make 
them. This procession has been 
a tradition since 1921. 
Last year, the town had a ca 
terer set up a traditional turkey 
dinner, chow line style, for visi­ 
tors. but was forced to end it 
after about 700 customers when 
the food ran out This year they 
are prepared to feed a larger 
crowd. 
For youngsters, the town has 
children’s contests and Indian 
games for prizes on the Friday 
after Thanksgiving. 
Taking a cue from those early 
d us. the holiday week begins 
the Sunday before and ends the 
Saturday following Thanksgiv 
ing. with a turkey shoot. 
The 
exact date of 
the first 
Thanksgiving is uncertain, hut 
indications are that it was be­ 
tween Sept. 23 and 
Nov. 11 — 
probably in November. 
The Pilgrims did not sit down 
to a gourmet feast. In fact, they 
probably thought with longing 
of the beef, mutton, pork and 
lamb, 
traditionally served on 
English feast days. 
There is no copy of the menu, 
but from the accounts of Wins­ 
low and others, food was bounti 
ful and diverse considering the 
hunger and privation of that 
first winter.
